Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Conservation Commission 
as set forth in R.S.A. 36-A. James Mullins explained the purpose of the 
Commission. It was voted to pass over this article. 


Article 15. Powers to Planning Board, R. S. A. 36:19, relating to subdivision of 
land discussed; Randolph Inman, Chairman, explained importance of regulations 
for subdividion. Voted adoption of Article 15. 


Article 16. Voted to authorize the construction of a salt shed behind the town 
offices with the approval and sanction of the State Water Resources Board. 
William Phelps stated it was illegal to spend $600 from sale of town property 
toward construction of the salt shed.

PARK DEPARTMENT REPORT 


At the November meeting of the Board of Directors of the Pillsbury Lake 
Management, Inc., time was allotted to Albert Fereshetian to present a plan for 
the development of a parcel of land commonly referred to as the “Ball Park.” 

This parcel of land, if turned over to the Pillsbury Lake District would be 
developed as a TOTAL COMMUNITY RECREATIONAL PROJECT to be 
named “Pillsbury Lake Municipal Park.” 

This project would be completed in stages commencing with the construction 
of a municipal building to accommodate the Water and Park Departments, a 
regulation ‘‘Little League” ball park, a playground, basketball and horseshoe 
courts. Following stages would include the installation of tennis, and shuffle 
board courts. The final stage would include complete landscaping, park benches 
and sanitary accommodations. 

This plan was accepted by the Board of Directors unanimously and 
acquisition of the land so named was obtained by the District. 

Plans and development of the first stage are now under way with the 
assistance of the U.S. Department of Agriculture and the New Hampshire 
Department of Parks & Recreation.
